has made a study of the vital statis­ 
tics of the state for several years and 
Is therefore familiar with the ways of 
the despondent who take their own 
lives. 
During the month of August 
twenty people committed suicide in 
Indiana. 
A majority took poison, but 
enough used pistols, knives or ropes 
lo keep those old standbys before tho 
public eye. 
Most of those who select­ 
ed the poison route used carbolic acid. 
Dr. 
Hu tty says 
that 
carbolic 
acid! 
seem s to have sprung Into general fa­ 
vor with suicides in Indiana during 
the last year. There were two suicides 
below the age of twenty, and the pe­ 
culiar feature about them Is that tho 
girl used a pistol while m e boy hung 
hims-'if. 
Dr. Marty says the natural 
supposition would have been that the 
boy would have used the pistol and 
the girl the rope.
